Only  seventy 
yeera  rgo  J'rnchurir  wrs  n-thing  but  r  deserted,  uncultivrtod  rrcr.,  thinly  popu 
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l^tod  with  no  contact  with  the  modern  civilised  world,  the  only  ex-

oeotion  being  that  trade  in  furs  and  hides  was  carried  out  across 
the  Siberian  border.  The  government  of  the  CHJF3  Dynasty  in  Peking 
was  not  only  loath  to  encourage  the  cultivation  of  Manchuria,  but 
tried  every  means  to  impedo  it.  For  instance,  the  government  enforct 
its  polioy  of  forbidding  the  Chtneso  to  emigrato  into  areas  north  of 
tho  Great  Wall.  It  was  only  in  1005  that  tho  laws  and  orders  rolatir 
to  this  were  abolished.  The  Manchurian  orurt  in  Peking  doemed  Mnnohur

a  forbidden  land  isolated  from  other  Chinese  ar_as  and  the  Chinese 
were  not  allowed  to  settle  there. 

The  historv  of  Manchuria's  connections  with  other  powers  at  larf 
dates  from  the  day  when  ME’^CIIWAFG  was  o  pa  nod  as  a  port.  Put  the  dev- 
opmont  of  tho  oort  since  its  nooning  ro  60  slow  that  after  forty 
years  its  annual  foreign  trade  dids  not  exceed  20  million  Haikwan  £T1 
Custom)  Tales.  This  slow  d  uvo  1  opme  nt  \vat3  d  ue  to  the  ^act  that  at  tha 
time  tho  sole  dependable  traf"io  facilities  in  Manohuria  were  rivers 
and  streams  NEWCHWA^G  (YIKKOW)  situated  at  the  mruth  of  a  river,  en¬ 
joyed  an  advantageous  position  in  trade.  But  as  the  railway  oama  to 
ocoupy  tho  foremost  position  as  a  moans  of  transDortatirn  and  the 
river  frozen  •  during  tho  most  important  months  of  the  year,  this  v 
circumstance  hoi  be'n  an  obstacle  to  tho  oort  of  NE*,CR’*rANG  achieving 
a  large  sonlo  commercial  devo l moment . 

The  large  scale  develoomont-  r*  Manchuria  which  has  be  -  n  renlisec 
within  these  thirty  years,  in  fact,  entirely  doDendodnn  tho  opening 
of  railway  tr"  nsoort.ion.  It  w*-  s  tho  construction  of  that  huge  T  fofr. 
Eastorn  China  Railway  by  the  Russians  that  took  an  initiative  in  thii 
field.  Although  the  Russians  laid  the  railroad  ohio^ly  in  strategic 
erns  ido  ration,  the  distribution  of  tho  railway  lines  v;as  su  i  tab  le  for

Later  thi 
situation  made  a  r°pid  change  whon  Japan  came  to  nos*oss  the  most 
onrt  of  th9  southern  lino  of  tho  East-rn  China  Railway,  opened  this 
railwav  to  every  nation  of  the  w^rld ,  m^rto  DAIR3N  a  free  oert  and 
quickened  tho  opportunity  for  rpenirg  many  commercial  markets  in  all 
Manohuria.  Thus  Japan  brought  a  motivo  prwor  to  make  this  area  a  re¬ 
ally  important  faotor  in  tho  world's  commerce. 

During  this  Doriod  or  within  a  few  yoars  a^tor  the  Russ o-Japares 
'»ir,  the  resources  o*  Manchuria  were,  properly  sneaking,  a  p-'ssibilit

800  it  to-day  is  to  be  attributed  to  tho  achievomonts  performed  in 
tho  oast  quarter  century.  The  main  faotors  rf  this  development  con¬ 
sist  in  tho  Sruth  Manchuria  Railway  and  several  Japanese  interests  on 
aooount  of  which  the  Jnpansso  government  is  responsible  for  maintain¬ 
ing  poaco  and  ardor  in  Manchuria.  Among  the  twenty  eight  norts  and

If  wo  go  back  to  tho  timo  boforo  Japanese  intoreots  originated 
nnd  compare  tho  oaot  Manchurian  situation  with  that  «f  Chino  proper, 
tho  former  is  found  to  h-ve  bo'n  nn  unknown  and  uncultivated  area, 
hivirg  very  littlo  trade  wi th  rthor ra t i -ns . 

Comnared  with  tho  rest  of  tho  Chinas*  nroas,  ManchXiria  romainoJ 
barron  land  invested  with  mounted  pandits  and  Chino  fropar  had  no  ce; 
corn  over  it.  In  China  Proper  at  that  timo  thoro  ho.d  already  appears 
s ign3  of  dove  1 oomc  nt  in  railways,  harbours,  telegraphic  oommunica ti "nr 
and  othor  modern  cultural  facilitios,  whilo  Monohurin  still  remained 
dosortod  land.  However,  during  tho  oast  thirty  vonrs  Man  churin  has 
not  only  attained  tho  level  of  China  proper,  but  outstripped  it  in 
various  fields.  Also  in  China  proper  because  of  civil  war  and  "thep 
insurra oti' ns ,  tho  actual  industrial  development,  ospecinlly  trans¬ 
port  facilitios  wore  completely  impoded  and  tho  existent  industrial 
facilities  in  many  fields  wero  demolished.
